That is trackage, and we have it
arranged for. The charter provides

that the dock m y be divided into
different parts and each department
leased for a period of five vears.
Leases may be renewed.'’

The officials of that
city do say, however, that if the
structure doesn’t make a cent they
will still feel that buildiog it was s
good jnvestment because of the de-
velopment of shipping enterprise.
